THE IDOL OF THE PEOPLE. 
The campaigns of Grant would live in his-

blest beroes. The successful close of the War 
under Grant bad made bim the idol of the peo- 
ple of the North; his generous and noble 
„treatment of Lee and the. men who 
fought under him, and his subse- 
quent lenient treatment of the Southerh 
people, bad won for bim the heart of the South. 
He (Siocum) believed that today it was the

GEN. GRANT SAVAGELY ATTACKED BY BOSE- 
ORANS. 

Mr. Rosecrans regarded the bill as a plain 
Proposition to reward Gen. Grant for distin- 
guished military services, and it was his duty 
to say he could not vote for it. It was not bis 
9 to recdunt any historical reasons why 

thought Gen. Grant's reputation had been 
exaggerated and misrepresented, and when 
history came to be writien it would be pared 
down to very different dimensions. He did 
not propose to go into that. It had been the 
interest of a great political party to make Gen, 
Grant’s services appear as large as possible, 
for he was their servant. Gen. Grant him. 
self had prepared the first two volumes 
of Badeau's “ Life of Grant,” upon which 
students of history had placed the stamp of 
untrustworthiness. The public had been told 
that Gen. Rosecrans would not vote for the 
Gen. Grant bill because of personal ill-will. He 
did not think any of his colleagues would be- 
lieve that he was capable of descending to the 
depth of being governed in public duty by ver- 
sonal dislikes. He did not oppose the passage 
of this bill on account of any of these things 
to which he had alluded, or other things to 
which be had not alluded—namely: statements 
made officially by Gen. Grant which were false, 
whieh Gen. Grant knew to be false, and which 
he (Rosecrans) had stated in his official reports 
to be false. It had been said that Gen. Grant 
was poor; that there was nothing between him 
and the poorhouse except the income from 
$250,000; and it had been circulated around by 
his tamily that that $250,000 was substantially 
lost. That was not true. There was arfother 
critical circumstance to which he called atten- 
tion, Congress, by solemn act, was asked td 
arrest—what? Why, the progress of public 
Opinion for an investigation of that confidence- 
mill called Grant & Ward. If the gentieman 
could afford to put a ligature around that in- 
vestigation and deceive the public mind, he 
could not, 

Mr. Horr called attention to the fact that 
Feb. 8 the President had sent a message to the 
House in which he asked that body to act upon 
& measure which would place Gen. Grant on 
the retired list, and urged the passage of the 
second Senate bill. 

: FITZ JOHN PORTER LUGGED IN. 

Mr. Sjocum said there had been a time when 
he was about as near Gen. Grant as the gentie- 
man from Michigan, and he intimated that the 
gentieman’es opposition to the bill was due to 
the fact that Gen. Grant nad tried to do jus 
tive to Gen. Porter. Even were the pending 
bill vetoed it could be passed over the veto. 
In the message to which the gentleman from 
Michigan had referred the President had given 
a number of bills that he wouldsign. Suppose 
the President should veto this bill, what would 
happen? Why, in three weeks’ time the bouse 
at the other end of the avenue would be occu- 
pied by a gentieman who would not stickie so 
for his prerogatives as to threaten the House 
with a veto message. 

DEMOCRATIC SUPPORT OF THE BILL. 

Mr. Cox of New York, in a minute speech, 
eulogized the services of Gen. Grant and sup- 
ported the bill. 
Mr. Randall favored the measure because he 

lieved it to be the right procedure. Whether 
it was the most expeditious, he was not going 
to inquire; but if this proceedimg failed, then 
he was ready to resort to some other that 
would be more expeditious. [Applause] If 
the friends of Grant on this floor were divided 
they would be sure to be overcome, and they 
would not be free from blame. He invoked 
every member who favored Grant’s retirement 
to vote for this bill, and, this failing, to join 
with him in voting for some other bill which 
would aceomplish the result. 

A WHACK AT THE BRIGADIERS. 

Mr. Bayne regretted that there were arrayed 
against this bill the prejudices of some men 
Gen. Grant had conquered, personal injuries 
felt by certain persons, and political resent- 


ment of some Republicans. This bill was not |

RANDALL 
HE WILL TRY IT AGAIN. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Feb. 16.— Representative 
Randall bas signified his intention of trying to 
pass, under a suspension of the rules during 
the last six days of the session, the second Ed- 
munds bill, passed by the Senate, for the re- 
tirement of Gen. Grant, which gives the Presi- 
dent authority to place a General of the army 
on the retired list without specifying him by 
name. This is the bill the President desires to 


have passed. 
THE SHARON-HILL CASE. 


Alimony of $2,500 a Month and’$55,- 
000 in Counsel Fees Awarded the 
Plaintiff. 

Sas Fnaxcrsco, Cal., Feb. 16.—(Special.)— 
Judge Sullivan rendered a decision today in the 
Sparon divorce case, giving plaintiff $2,500 a 
month alimony, to date from Jan. 8, 1884, and 
counsel fees $55,000. Of the latter amount 
Tyler will receive $20,000, Terry $10,000, and 
the balance will go to seven other lawyers. 
Sarah Althea made claim to alimony at the rate 
of $5,000 a month, dating from the beginning 
of the trial, fifteen months ago, which would 
bring the total to $75,000, and Judge Sullivan 
reduced it to $2,500 monthiy, allowing only 
from Jan. 8. 1884. This did not vex 
the p.sintiff. On the contrary, she was 
radiant with smiles, and ber attorneys also 
apbeared quite satisfied. The court ordered 
the money to be paid prior to March 9 and the 
alimony, until the suit is decided, before the 
Sth of each month, beginning April next. 
Sharson’s counsel did not ap surprised. 


‘They took the matter coolly, and fled an ava- 
lunche of exceptions to the ruling. The next 


stage in the proceeds will be to ascertain the 
extent of the community property, of which 
the plaintiff claims one-half. 

Ex-Senator Sharon, when told of the decis- 
jon, expressed himself very vigurously, and 
said that although the money had been 
awarded it had not yet been paid. 
The case would be taken at 
once before the Supreme Court. he 
said, which would stop all proceedings unset- 
tled there.

A Perfect Day Greets His Appear- 
ance in the City of New 
Orleans. 


The Grand Pageant to the Exposition 
Grounds. and the Subsequent 
Ceremonies. 


Magnificent Parade at Night A Scene of 
Glare and Tinsel—The Brilliant 
Tableaux. 


New Orueans, La., Feb. 16.—({Special.}— 
The people of New Orleans and the strangers 
within her gates awoke this morning to a per- 
fect day. The sun shown clearly and the 
thermometer reached 54° at midday. At 11 
o'clock a special train of the Illinois Central 
Railroad stopped at the corner of St. Charies 
and St. Joseph streets. The King of the car- 
nival—represented for tne time being by Mr. J. 
G. Sohreiver, a notable railroad-man, clad 
cap-a-pie in the steel-polished armor and the 
gay colors of Charlies VIL. of France—with his 
staf, attendants, and distinguished guests 
alighted. The troops in open order presented 
arms as he passed through the line and mount- 
ed his Arabian stallion. The line was formed 
ih the following order: 

Chief of Police Bachemine and a squad of police, 
‘ mounted and on foot. 
Brig.-Gen. Meyer, L. 8. N. V., and staff. 
Two platoons of marines trom the United States 
war vessels Tennessee and Galena, headed 
by Capt. James T. Young, U. 8. M. COC. 
nt Rifles, Capt. Frank Palfrey. 
The battalion of cadets from the State University 
at Baton Rouge, four companies, command- 
ed by Col. 8. M. Robertson. 
The batallion of Washington Artillery, three com- 
panies, Maj. Andrew Hero commanding. 

The Continental Guards, Capt. Charles Brown. 
Imperial fiuzzars, trumpeters, heralds, standard- 
bearers, etc. 

The King in gorgeous panoply, with two grooms 
leading his horse. 

Carriages containing a detail of peers of the realm 
and distinguished guests of the day. 

Halting at the city-hull, Mayor Guillotte 
came forward withafew words of welcome 
and surrendered the keys ot the city to the 
merry monarch. They were graciously ac- 
cepted, placed on a purple cushion, and crossed 
by the Lord High Treasurér, Mr. Sam H. Boyd. 
The column continued its march through the 
principal streets, receiving a cordial welcome 
en route to the head of Canal street, where the 
steamer Ed Richardson, his Majesty's trans- 
port, was bearded amid the booming of artil- 
lery from the four men-of-war in midstream 
and the field pieces on the river bank, the 
blowing ofa hundred steam whistles in port, 
and the sound of fifty bands of music. 

TO THE EXPOSITION GROUNDS. 

The procession of twenty steamboats headed 
for the Exposition grounds. The men-of-war 
Tennessee, Galena, Aluance, and Yantic lying 
in the stream before the city were brilliantiy 
decorated and the yards manned. Bunting 
floated from all the shipping along the river 
banks and the buildings on the levees. 

It was gg so o'clock when the boats reached 
the on grounds ana landed. Here the 
Mexican gunboat Independencia fired from 
midstream a salute which was answered by the 
Washington Artillery on sbore. The column 
formed and marched to Music-Hall in 
the Exposition main bDuiiding, where they were 
saluted by the Mexican band. The King was 
then weloomed by Mr. Joaquin Miller, who 
spoke for the exposition management. >) The 
greeting of bis Majesty from the royal host 
and Carnival Courts was pronounced by ol. 
George Soule te reply of the King through 
Judge George H. Braughn. A reception then 
followed, after wien the King and courtiers 
retired for refreshments. 

BRILLIANT SCENES AT NIGHT. 


oliowing the embarkation of Rex and his 
retinue the scene of interest was transferred to 


the exposition grounds, where 50,000 people 


awaited the welooming ceremonies. The 
Ftreets of the city, however, continued brilliant 
with the crowds of sightseers from all corners 
of the earth, taking the best advantage of 
the charming weather and disoussing the 
delights of the Crescent City, while others 
retired for a tw hours of rest to prepare for 
the enjoyments of the night. At dusk the 
scene was almost one of enchantment. Many 
tpousands of houses waved the green, orange, 
and violet of the standard of Rex, while 10,000 
lights of the same color :shone along the lead- 
ing thoroughfares, the electric lights all along 
the route of the procession making the path- 
way of the pageant as bright as noonday. 

Preceded by a band of music, the drummers 
forced their way through the crowds of 
peopig, first appearing a transparency of im- 
mensé\proportions, standing fourteen feet in 
hight, in shape of a Chinese lantern, which 
rested on the heads of elephants. The lights 
within displayed the inscription on the side. In 
front and rear were the words: “Krewe of 
Proteus,” and on the right and left the title: 
„Myths and Worships of the Chinese.“ 

Next came a splendid car, the first, upon 
which Proteus appeared as Tien Dze, the Son 
of Heaven, clad in imperial robes of yellow 
silks and satin, seated upon Fong Hoang, tne 
phoenix of the Celestiais. 

The next scene in the, ma was an im- 
mense egg within which was a yellow giobe, 
upon which stood a man ciad in a leafy vest- 
ure. The subject was the creation, or Pouan 
Kou, and the Chinese theory of cosmogony 
was admirably illustrated. 

A singular tower thirty feet in hight moved 
into view on the third car, and its approach 
was beralded by the tinkling of bells. This 
was the Tower of Fo Ken. It was nine stories 
in hight, surmounted by a idol ot brass. 


GOOD AND EVIL SPIRITS. 


The contest between the good and evil spirits 
was the subject of the brilliant scene on the 
fourth car. Four evil spirits or Assuri were 
represented contending against an equal num- 
ber of good spirits, chief of whom was Bud- 
dha or Sacreiya. 

Then came the Mausoleum of the Dead Tartar 
Kings; the Kings, the Terrestrial Realms and 
their Dragon-Guarded Treasures; the Temple of 
the Grand Lawa; the Birth of Confucius: the 
Spectacie of Lanterns; Fo Hi and the Yellow 
River; the Ancestral Worship; Kouang Ti, the 
God of War, engaged ia a battle with the 
Eulitbs; the Temple of Fo Gin Hoang, the 
First of Mortal Emperors, riding in a golden 
cloud; Nin Va, the Minerva of the Celestiais; 
the Arrival at the Celestial Abode, Ti 
Can; the Judgment of the Dead; Paradise: 
and finally Hell. This, the eighteenth car, was 
a fine creation of the papier-maché artist. The 
subdivisions of the car representing the icy 
and the fiery regions of Hell, with the icebergs 
of one and the flames of the other.

The procession glided slowly through the 
crowded streets like an immense serpent, and 
was everywhere received by the acclamations 
of the people.

By midnight the streets were de- 
serted and silent save as the carriages rolled 
by on their way from the Proteus ball at the 
French Opera-House.

THE CABINET. 
NO MORE NAMES ADDED TO THE SLATE. 

Avsany, N. ., Feb. 16.—[Special.|—The ex- 
pectation that yesterday's Cabimet excitement 
woud be followed by more important develop- 
ments today was not realized. Neither Thur 
man, McDonald, nor Vilas, whom rumor says 
Cleveland has invited, turned up today, and 
Col. Lamont states positively that they have 
not yet been sent for nor are likely to be; but 
he madea similar statement with regard to 
Bayard a few days betore the latter's sudden 
uppearance in Willett street. Dan Manning 
this morning would neither admit nor deny 
that he is to be Secretary of the 
Treasury, but the statement telegraphed 
you this morning is correct. It now 
appears that the appointment of Bayard and 
Manning is entirely due to the efforts of local 
protectionists of the Randall type, who are 
close friends of Tildep. Smith Weed and W. 
L. Seott, who brought matter to.an issue, 
are both Randall's friends. Manning is also a 
friend of Randall, and would bave been for him 
for President but for his allegiance to Cieve- 
land and the knowledge that the latter could 
doeven better for the interests he is loyal 
to than Randall. 

OLOUDS ON MANNING'S BROW. 

Manning’s main reason for hesitating about 
accepting a place in the Cabinet seems to be of 
a purely political nature.

THE BROOK. 


Wasnrnoron, D. C., Feb. .16.—[Special.]|— 
Senator Bayard telegrapbed here today that he 
would stop at Dover on his return to Washing- 
ton, and that he would not get back bere until 
next Wednesday. This is all in confirmauon 
of the private advices regeived from Albany 
saying that he bas already accepted the Secre- 
taryship of State. It is understood here that 
he has gone to Delaware for the purpose of 
conferring with his political associates there 
before sending in his resignation as United 
States Senator. None of Mr. Bayard's 
friends here has received any word 
from bim beyond this dispatch an- 
nouncing his visit to Dover. Senator 
Voorhees returned here today, but has very 
little to say about his interview with Mr. Cleve- 
land. He presented McDonald as Secretary of 
the Treasury, but received nothing from Mr.

ONE-THIRD OF THE MEMBERS ABSENT WHEN 
THE JOINT CONVENTION ASSEMBLES. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 16:—(Special.|—As 
was anticipated, there was a large number of 
absentees in both the Senate and House today. 
When joint convention assembied at 12 
o'clock th ballot for United States Senator it 
was found that more than one-third the mem- 
bers were absent, many of them having become 
embanked in snow on the Chicago & Alton and 
other roads. The consequence was that when 
the roll was called to bailot for Senator neither 
side was willing to vote, and Haines was at- 
lowed to recdtd the solitary baliot cast for 
William R. Morrison as he bad done on former 
occasions.

Parker, and W. F. Parker, Pike, Pollock, 
Prickett, Powell, Quinn, Ruby, Schlesinger. 
Sheplor, Sittig, Stassen, Stewart, Taylor of 
Cook, Thomas, Trexier, Uniand, Whittemore, 
and Yost. Brower of Edwards, Logan, and 
Miller were absent on account of sickness. 
Mr. Brown arrived here tonight ina special 
car, and was taken to a room fitted up for bim 
in the State-House and will remain until after 
the Senatorial siege is ended.

BALLOT POSSIBILITIES.

which be would swear if present at the trial, 
the State-Attorney may admit that the witness, 
if present, would testify as the defendant 
alleges, and that upon this admission the 
absence of the witness sball no longer be a 
cause for continuing the case. The objection 
raised is, that it would violate the State Consti- 
tution, whioh provides that the defendant shall 
have the right to meet the witnesses face to 
face. This objection may defeat the Dill. 

Mr. Harper succeeded ir pushing his bill— 
providing that burglars who are found in dwell- 
ing-houses during the night with deadly weap- 
ons in their possession may be imprisoned for 
life—to a second readmg today. The limit of 
tlie present law is ten years.

RAILWAY DISASTERS. 


Serious Collision’ in Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 16.—|Special.|—The 
South Fork on the Pennsylvania Railroad was 
the scene yesterday morning of an accident, 
which resulted in the almost instantancous 
death of two men and serious injuries to an- 
other. William Keeler, a well-known Chicago

GEN. GRANT VERY ILL. 
HE 16 SAID TO BE SUFFERING AGAIN FROM 
CANCER IN THE MOUTH. 


New York, Feb. 16.— Special. — “ The Gen- 
eral is a very sick man,“ said a friend of Gen. 
Grant today, referring to 4 report that the ex- 


President was again suffering from the terr- 


ble cancer in his mouth. A couple of months 
ago the General, who had been suffering for 
six months from à rapid cancerous growth, 
submitted to a critical and very painful opera- 
tion, whereby it was hoped the malign dis- 
ease would be extirpated. Por four ks 
alter the operation the patient appeared to be 
progressing favorably to convalescence, but 
then the wound ceased to heal further, and gave 
great pain while swallowing food. Dr. Fordyce 
Barker, the General's family pbysioan, called 
in Dr. Douglass, who is celebrated in skin and 
cancer ailments, and from that time they have 
been in daily attendance upon him. Lately 
Gen. Grant has been making daily visits to Dr. 
Douglass’ office, at No. 48 Bast Twenty-sixth 
street, but yesterday he was feeling 80 poor- 
ly atid depressed that both doctors were 
sent for. The affected tonsil was found 
to be in a bad condition, and the 
physicians remained over an hour with the 
General, cheering bim as much as possible. 
Gen. Grant's friends forbode a gloomy termina- 
tion of the illness. The General's advanced 
age and physical prostration make his case 
more dificult to treat. A trip South has been 
recommended, but the General objects strenu- 
ously to leaving the city. 


JOHN EELLY

FOUR MEN PICKED UP FROM AN OPEN BOAT— 
EIGHT ABANDOBED iN A SIXKING VESSSL.

Virus, trom London, arrived here today and 

reports that Jan. 25 she fell in with an 

open boat containing Capt. Larsen, 
second mate, and two seamen of the 

bark Altred, from Pensacola Jan. 1 

for Laverpooi with a cargo of lumber. The 

men were exhausted. He took them on board 
and brought them to this port. 

Capt. Larsen reports: We sailed from Pen- 
sacola, Jan. 1; experiencea very bad weather 
up to Jan. 21, when we encountered a terrific 
gale from the west, veering to the nortb- 
west, which caused the vessel to strain 
badly and spring a lea The gale 
continued to the 28d, when we 
were obliged to cut away all masts and rigging 
to keep her from goimg over on her beam-ends; 
manned the pumps continuously without gain- 
ing on the leak, the vessel having then fourteefi 
feet of water in her hold; launched a 
boat and got ready to abandon the ves- 
sel; myself, second mate, and two seamen got 
in ber, and got under the vessei’s lee so as to 
take the remainder of the crew of eigbt men on 
board, but owing to the gaie I was unabie to 
Stay by, and drifted away. We were two days- 
in the boat without water, and bad only bread 
in a bag which had been badly soaked in salt 
water.

THE LATE UR. DAM RO SCH. 

The suchen death of Dr. pold Dam- 
rosch, the éminent musician and conductor, 
who had just commenced to do so much for 
the revival of German opera in this country, 
deprives the world of music in America of 
an earnest and conscientious advocate and 
teacher of the art. Although he had been in 
this country but fourteen years, he had made 
his mark on musical progress, and, under the 
healthy stimulus of competition with Mr. 
Thomas, warked with a zest and enthusiasm 
which were productive of good results. 

Until Dr. Damrosch arrived in New York—- 
indeed, until he organized, his symphony so- 
ciety seven years ago—Mr. Thomas had no 
rival in the production of orchestral music. 
He bad had the field to himself during the 
long Central Park Garden seasons and in his 
various trips through the country, which had 
been commenced even before Dr. Damrosch 
arrived. The appearance of the latter, how- 
ever, changed the aspect of things. It was 
not necessary, so far as the excellence of Mr, 
Thomas’ work was concerned, that he should 
be at all spurred by competition, for no man 
more honest in music ever lived, no man ever 
had higher standards or worked more effect- 
ively to educate the people up to those stand- 
ards. The competition was valuable in other 
directions, for it tended to enlarge the pro- 
grams and to acquaint the public more than 
ever with new music o®a high class. Curi- 
ously enough also it arrayed thé musical peo- 
ple of New York into two factions, and, while 
the great leaders pursued their way with- 
out collision or jar, the factions fought it 


‘out. They were devotedly attached to their 


respective leaders, and they, carried on a 
propaganda which was sometimes amusing 
for its bitterness. Between Dr. Damrosch 
and the members of his oratorio society there 
was a strong personal attachment. He had 
not the severe discipline of Mr. Thomas nor 
the latter's absoluteness of control, and he 
led his musical forces rather like a friend 
and associate than a commander, The re- 
sult was a strong tie of personal affection 
between them and a warmth of advocacy 
which resented even the slightest criticism 
upon him or his methods. 

Dr. Damrosch’s personal character was 
such as to attract people to him. No one 
ever questioned his musical knowledge. He 
was an admirable scholar and a man of varied 
culture, and he had had large and rich ex- 
periences with the great musicians of his 
time. To this extent, therefore, he com- 
manded respect, and this feeling of respect 
warmed into friendly sentiment whenever 
a person became well acquainted with him. 
He had all the ease, grace, and savoir faire 
of a man of the world in the best sense, and 
he added to this a geniality, bonhomme, and 
personal fascination which were peculiarly 
winning. Had he been a severer man he 
would have been stronger than he was, mu- 
sically speaking, but this was prevented by 
the matter of temperament. This was ap- 
parent in his conducting, which lacked 
fire, and force, and brillianey, though 
his interpretations were never wanting in 
musical appreciation and knowledge. If he 
erred at all he erred on the side of sentiment, 
though to the sensuous listener this was not 
an error. His death will leave a vacancy 
which it will be hard to fill. Other conduct- 
ors may be found to carry through his Ger- 
man opera projects, but these were a small 
part of his work and not the most important. 
It is one of the compensations of life, how- 
ever, that the man for the vacant place al- 
ways comes when there is a demand for him, 
sooner or later, and the large constituency 
which he controlled and which was so loyal 
to him will unquestionably summon some one 
to take up his baton. and go on with his 
work. There is still room in this country 
for two great conductors. 


‘PACIFIC MAIL AND CONGRESS. 

Some of the candidates for places in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s Cabinet have made rather 
bad records in connection with the Pacific 
Mail subsidy. Barbour of Virginia and 
Money of Mississippi, who are being urged 
for the Postmaster-Generalship, and Hewitt 
and Dorsheimer of New York, who are 
named for the Treasury portfolio, all either 
voted for the subsidy or were paired in its 
favor, which amounts exactly to the same 
thing. It is impossible to look with much 
ſavor on a prospective Postmaster-General 
who is in favor of paying a monopoly cor- 
poration like the Pacific Maila subsidy bo- 
nus of $312,000 out of the pockets of the 
hard-working people ot the country. It is a 
poor way for any one to recommend himself 
to the approval of the public as a person 


} suitable to administer the collection and dis- 


bursement of the National revenues to rise in 
his place in ‘ ongress, as Mr. Hewitt did, 
and advocate that a rich and graceless cor- 
poration like the Pacific Mail should be paid 
several times the market price for carrying 
the mails. “The people of the United 
States,” sald Mr. Hewitt in pressing this 
subsidy on the House, are not fools,” No, 
they are not, altho the performances of some 
of the Democrats they send to Congress 
might lead to the view that they were; and 
as they are not fools they are certain to look 


} With great displeasure on any scheme for 


filling the treasury of the Mail out of 
the Treasury of the United States. 
The Pacific Mail in pest years has been one 


the lobbies and scattered a golden shower of 
bribes through the open doors. There is 
absolutely no connection whatever between 
subsidizing this evil company and stimulating 
American enterprise, as Mr. Hewitt tried to 
make it out there was. This corporation and 
the leaders ih its direction are parasites of 
American enterprise—depredators on honest 
industry and the morals of our business 
world. If American enterprise is fairly rep- 
resented by such men, and if so represented 
it must perish, as members of Congress like 


pleaded, unless it can put its beak into the 
vitals of our taxpayers, the sooner it perishes 
the better. 

But tho this subsidy has been defeated in 
the House its advocates look to the Senate 
to reinstate it. Approved by the Senate and 
disapproved by the House, it will go in the 
last hours of the session to a conference 
committee, and if shrewd lobby manipu- 
lation can get the right kind of.a com- 
mittee the subsidy grab may yet be secured. 
It is not probable that the reliance of the 
lobby on the Senate is misplaced. The House 
passes the Texas Pacific Forfeiture bill but 
the Senate refuses it consideration. It is in 
the Senate that the Union Pacific Funding 
bill finds its sponsors, indorsers, and advo- 
cates. It is the Senate that speeds jobbery 
and obstructs reform, and the Senate is a 
very likely place to resuscitate the Pacific 
Mail subsidy robbery. When the matter gets 
to the conference committee the probabilities 
are that the very least the atforneys of the 
Pacific Mail will get will be a compromise on 
the plea that the bill must be saved, and the 
wrong will be carried through. 

The part played by the conference com- 
mittee is every year growing. These little 
fifth wheels in the legislative coach are be- 
coming the most important in its machinery. 
They are developing into something quite 
different from their first function. It was 
intended that the conference committee 
should formulate an agreement for the two 
Houses only within the boundaries of the 
action to which one or the other of them had 
already consented. But the conference com- 
mittee now frequently initiates measures 
which are practically new and unknown to 
the country, and which are passed by the 
Houses of Congress on their say-so in the 
confusion of a closing session, and conse- 
quently without any consideration or any 
knowledge of their real meaning and intent. 
‘The newest use to which this legislative in- 
vention is to be put is to screw out of Con- 
gress indirectly a subsidy to which it has 
refused its direct approval. 


THE NEW FEUDALISM. 

„The “Great Powers of Europe” is a fa- 
miliar expression, but few people realize 
what isin truth the great power of Europe. 
Frenchman, Englishman, German, Aus- 
trian, and Russian are left by the actual 
rulers of that Continent to amuse themselves 
by patriotic wrangles to prove each for him- 
self that that proud preéminence belongs to 
** his own, his native land”; but meanwhile 
there spreads over all the advancing shadow 
of a power greater than any singly or all com- 
bined—the money power. The strength of 
its rule is brought forcibly into view in the 
very remarkable article which we have re- 
produced from the pen of the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Times concerning 
the hostility which England’s cou n Egyp* 
has aroused among the lords of the money 
world. 

This artide touches with a singular free- 
dom on a topic which is usually tabooed even 
in the comparatively unshackled press of 
Great Britain and is not known at all to the 
newspapers of the Continent. England, this 
correspondent avers, by not boldly assuming 
the debt of Egypt, a trifle of ,000,000, 
the interest on which she could Msily have 
rescued out of the waste of the wealth of 
the Nile, has incurred the opposition ot the 
financiers, who will now give their support 
to the other Powers. These latte? under 
their direction will not make any such ob- 
noxious suggestions as that the monstrous 
interest to be paid out of the toil of the serfs 
of the soilon the mortgages given by the 
Khedives for their follies and luxuries shall 
be reduced. The money lords must have 
what is nominated in their bonds, and, since 
England has evinced a disposition to tamper 
with the severity of their terms and wants to 
reduce the rate of interest, they will throw 
their irresistible influence in favor of the 
plans of France and the other Powers. 

This by itself is a trifling incident—a mere 
straw on the flood of European history—but 
it brings to light the supremacy of a new 
feudalism, the existence of an internatépnal 
aristocracy, which,.as it is less local, less ter- 
ritorial, and more subtle than any which have 
preceded it, is to be counted as the most 
formidable which has ever been founded. 
This new feudalism has not established it- 
self by physical force; it has not conquered 
its place behind but above thrones, with 
Princes for its chamberlains and with Dukes 
to open its doors, by conquest of arms. Its 
weapons have been bonds, not bayonets. The 
bloodless victories of the money market have 
given it the mastery of nations, Other con- 
querors have attempted the conquest of the 
world and failed, but the money lords have 
found themselves able to do with the strategy 
of finance what the tactics of Napoleon and 
Alexander the Great were unequal to. A 
few great houses have now acquired such 
power that they control the official finances 
of Europe, and by their command of 
the machinery of the bond and stock 
market on the great exchanges they 
exercise an almost equal domination 
over private finances. They encourage debt 
in unsophisticated nations. They have made 
their mortgages on ignorant peoples, often 
betrayed by incompetent or corrupt rulers, 
the negotiable securities for the investment 
of the savings of other nations, and then by 
manipulation of the quotations on the stock 
market have ‘‘milked” both parties to 
the trade. To get official consent to their 
plans for involving nations in debt and con- 
trolling the machinery of revenue by which 
the interest and principal of these debts are 
to be paid they have overlaid the surface of 
politics with a network of intrigue by means 
of which, says the correspondent of the 
Times, they “dictate laws, determine the 
fate of nations, and render the cleverest 
political combinations abortive.” Govern- 
ments watch them with uneasiness, and 
even the Iron Chancellor has his gilded 
Egeria who reports to him the wishes of 
this, the sole modern autocrat.” An actual 
sense of what all this means can be easily 
given to Americans by reminding them that 
without 4 doubt it was through this po- 
tent agency that the law by which the bonds 
of the United States were made payable by 
written contract in gold or silver was changed 
80 that they were payable only in gold. 

Such is the perfection of the modern-ma- 
chinery of the high finance that this new 
feudalism is entirely beyond the reach of any 
ordinary resistance. If an attack is made 
on it in one country, all that it has to do is 
by the instrumentalities of the transfer of 
foreign exchange to shift its treasures to a 
safer place. By cable, by bank, by law the 
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| few lords of the new feudalism can take their

nia, the railroads of France. Their domin- 
ion and revenues grow by the labor of the 
world, while they eat cagedied violets in 
Paris, London, agi Frankfort. They are 
the only persons who comprehend the civil- 
ization in which we live, and they are the 
only ones who can operate its delicate 
mechanism. Either they know too much or 
the rest of us know too little. This is a do- 
minion which can never be unseated by 
armed rebellion. It must be brain against 
brain.

THE THREATENED EXTRA SESSION. 
The life of the present Congress is draw- 

ing so nearly to a close, and there remains so 
much to be done which is indispensable to the 
Government machinery, that an extraordinary 
session of the new Congress may easily be- 

come necessary. It may be that the appro- 

priation measures will be hurried through in 
the hurly-burly of the closing hours, but the 

President will be justified in vetoing any 

measures which he shall not have ample time 

to exaffine, for the failure to mature them 
and send them to him earlier is absolutely 
without excuse. The House of Representa- 
tives has given no time during the present 
session to the consideration of any general 
legislation except the Reagan Railroad bill; 

the Democratic majority has refused’ persist- 
ently to discuss matters of policy or to bring 
in measures relating to finance and taxation; 

hence the delay in completing the appropria- 
tion bills has not been for lack of time and 
opportunity. This undisputed fact has sug- 
gested that the Democratic managers, or some 
of them, have desired to compel the new 
President to couvene an extra session. 

There afe several theorles which bear out 
the supposition that there is a sort of con- 
spiracy between Randall and his followers, 
abetted by the spoilsmer of the party, to make 
an extra session necessary. 

It is suggested, on the one hand, that the 
Democrats hope to make a point on the Re- 
publicans at the very beginning of the new 
Administration by charging upon the latter 
the expense and agitation of a needless ses- 
sion of Congress. This point will fail. The 
Republicans are in no sense responsible for 
the dilatory policy of the present Congress. 
The Democrats control the House by more 
than seventy majority, and have been 
in a position all the time to sup 
press and overcome any efforts at delay 
which might be made on the Republican 
side. But, as a matter of fact, there has 
been no single instance of factious opposi- 
tion by the Republicans during the present 
session. The Democrats have been permit- 
ted to do as they pleased; and they pleased 
todo nothing. If there shall be an extra 
session the Democrats may take such credit 
as they can find in it, and they must certainly 
bear the blame for it. 

It is more reasonable to assume that Ran- 
dall is holding the extra session out asa 
menace to Cleveland in case he shall-place 
himself in the hands of the free-trade wing 
of the party, and actually contemplates 
forcing one in order that he and his faction 
may be on the spot to antagonize the new 
Administration if it shall develop any radical 
revenue-reform ambition. There is no doubt 
that Randalkhas a sufficient following in his 
party to make it extremely uncomfortable for 
Cleveland if the latter goes over to the Car- 
lisle wing§and Randall is the sort of man to 
force the fighting. if the new Administra- 
tion is to be officered and directed by the free- 
traders Randall wants to be on the floor of 
Congress to take care of the interests he 


represents. 


DRINK FAIR, BETSY. 

Upon that memorable occasion when Betsy 
Prig and Sairey Gamp dissolved partnership, 
partly because Betsy in an abstracted manner 
got more of the strong contents of the teapot 
than Sairey, and partly because Betsy doubted 
the existence of the mythical Mrs. Harris, the 
most touching remark made by Sairey was: 
Now, Betsy! drink fair, wotever you do.” 
With equal surprise and consternation the 
Southern Democrats may turn to their North- 
ern allies, whom they only called in for slight 
assistance, as Sairey did Betsy, and say to 
them, Drink fair, wotever you do.“ 

The Northern Democrats have the Presi- 
dent, which is certainly an offset for one mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. They have the Vice- 
President, which is certainly an offset for 
another, This rules out New York and In- 
diana from any further consideration in the 
+ composition of the Cabinet. They have 
enough, and more than enough, to satisfy even 
the most inordinate political greed. There 
are but two States left which voted for 
Cleveland and Hendricks—Connecticut and 
New Jersey. Now, if Seven-Mule Bar- 
num of Connecticut and Stick- in- the- Mud“ 
McClellan be put in the Cabinet the first 
for the navy and the other for the army— 
there are no other Northern States which 
contributed a single Electoral vote to the 
Democratic candidates; and to demand Cab- 
inet seats for States that voted for Blaine 
and Logan is simply gluttonous. Yet the 
Northern Democrats, it is evident, in- 
tend, in addition to having the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency, to grab 
four places in the Cabinet, leaving the Solid 
South only three. Is this just or equitable ? 
Is it commensurate with the services rendered 
by the South in the election? Is this a fair 
compensation for the 158 of the 201 needed 
Electoral votes which the ex-Rebels of the 
South gave Cleveland? 18 this honest 
recompense for the solid vote of that section, 
including the four Republican States which 
were ballot-box stuffed for Cleveland? Shall 
these Northern Democrats, who barely 
squeezed through a majority in four North- 
ern States, and two of these even tainted 
with suspicions of fraud, take the lion’s share 
of the spoils when their brethren had to bear 
the heat and burden of the day?

Every consideration of fairness and of jus- 
tice, as well as of common decency, in divid- 
ing up the plunder suggests that the South 
should have two more Cabinet places.

PROSECUTION OF THE FRAUD CASES 

If any one that the prosecution of 
Mackin and his*confederates in the United 
States Court would be lame or feeble, the 
apprehension must have given way before 
the yigorous, alert, and able management of 
the case on the part of the Government. The 
evidence against two of the defendants at 
least wag presented in a compact, logical, and 
convincing shape, and the Government coun- 
sel have completely riddled the perjured de- 
fense so far as it has been revealed. Gen. 


Stiles, employed by the Citizens’ Committee, 


has developed that peculiar instinct in run- 
ning down lies which the ferret has for 
catching rats; his cross-examination of the 
gang witnesses has been of the most search- 
ing and relentless character, and he has in- 
volved them in a confusion of contradictions 
and lies from which they will never be able 
to extricate themselves, Col. Tuthill, the 
District-Attorney, has shown rare executive 
capacity in following up the advantages 
which Stiles obtained, has fastened upon 
some of the rascals and has probably fright- 
ened off others who were prepared to swear 
to the most palpable lies in the vain hope of 
breaking down the straightforward case 
which the prosecution has made out. 

The defense, as sifted and exposed by the 
Government attorneys, is that ce per- 
sons peddled tickets the day of the election 
corresponding to the substituted ballots found 
among the returns of the Second Precinct of 


the Eighteenth Ward. That is to say, these 


persons peddled Brand tickets which were 
not printed till Nov. 23, two weeks after 
election-day, or supposititious tickets which 
could not have been printed within the time, 
as stated by either Sullivan or Gilmore,. who 
disagreed by several hours. The evidence of 
perjury committed by all tHe witnesses who 
are involved in the alleged printing of such 
tickets the night before election and the cir- 
culation thereof the day of election is stronger 
still, because it will be shown that there are 
essential differences between them and the 
genuine Republican tickets and also the sp, - 
rious Brand tickets found among the returns. 
It will also appear from competent testimony 
that the plate of the Republican ticket was 
not stolen; and, if the lies were all truths 
which the witnesses for the defense have 
told, the fact would still remain that a large 
number of prominent citizens in the precinct 
did not cast the ballots which were found 
credited to them when the returns were pro- 
duced before the grand jury and in the court- 
room. 

The case against Mackin is much stronger 
than it was before the manufactured evidence 
on his behalf was produced, and the Govern- 
ment officers and the assisting counsel are 
entitled to the admiration and gratitude of 
the public for the zeal and the ability they 
have exhibited in tearing this evidence to 
shreds. 


‘Tue most reasonable of all the theories ex- 
plaining the desire on the part of many 
Democrats for an extra session of Congress 
is to be found in the apprehension of the 
Congressional office-brokers that Cleveland 
may be slow in turning out the Republican 
incumbents of the offices and making places 
for their retainers. If Cleveland is at all in- 
clined to take any stock in the civil-service 
reform humbug” the Congressional spoilsmen 
will insist upon being on the ground, organized 
to make a pressure upon the Executive Man- 
sion and the departments which the Presi- 
dent will find irresistible. They will dig 
aboat him and fertilize the ground with the 
manure of politics, as the husbandman 
treated the barren fig- tree in the Soript- 
ural parable, and if all their efforts 
fail they will order him to be cut down as 
cumbering the earth with a useless trunk. 

Cleveland was elected to redistribute Gov- 
ernment patronage. If he is not going to do 
that, and do it immediately, the Democratic 
office-brokers will insist upon knowing why 
he betrays the party which has elected him. 
To watch their spoils interests—the funda- 
mental incentive to Democratic efforts during 
the last twenty-four years—and to make the 
official life of the new President utterly 
wretched in case he neglects these interests, 
may be best worked out through an extra 
session of Congress; and if one be made nec- 
essary by the action of the Democrats during 
the next few days the reason for it will be 
obvious to the country. If Mr. Cleveland is 
in any doubt about the purpose in view he 
will discover what it is before he can fairly 
warm the Presidential chair. 


CuicaGo elevators, contained last Saturday 
evening 14,922,443 bushels of wheat, 1,683,- 
941 bushels of corn, 566,179 bushels of oats, 
114,570 bushels of rye, and 127,522 bushels of 
barley. Total, 17,414,595 bushels of all 
kinds of grain, against 22,034,131 bushels a 
year ago. During last week our stock in- 
creased 278,488 bushels, including an in- 
crease of 46,893 bushels of wheat and 198,- 
547 bushels of corm. For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visible supply of grain in the 
United States and Canada as 48,221,221 
bushels of wheat, 5,730,412 bushels of corn, 
2,378,888 bushels of oats, 358,576 bushels of 
rye, and 1,436,376 bushels of barley. These 
figures are smaller than a week ago by 69,576 
in wheat and larger by 418,839 in corn.

TWO FAMOUS TOWNS. 
DONGOLA. 

The Town of Dongola, on the Upper Nile, 
lately made memorable by the long and still 
unexplained delay of Gen. Wolseley’s army in 
its advance upon Khartoum, bas another and a 
stronger claim to renown as the birthplace of 
the Mahdi himself. Situated on a low, flat pen- 
insula jutting out into the river, it is decided- 
ly picturesque ata distance, with its tall.

GUBAT. 

Gubat, the present centre of British military 
operations in the Soudan, is a village of 130 
houses and about 700 inhabitants. It is sur- 
rounded with vegetable gardens, which supply 
the markets of Shendy, of which town Gubat 
is virtually a suburb, although situated on the 
other side at the Nile. It contains, also, the 
cemetery where were buried some of the most 
famous saints and chieftains of Sbhendy, a fact 
which makes the village sacred in the esteem 
of the entire Mobammedan world, and will 
render its occupation by the British peculiarly 
irritating to El Mahdi. 


THE GAY BROAD, 
FRANCE. 
AN IMPOSING REVOLUTIONARY CEREMONY ON 
THE OCCASION OF A FUNERAL. 


‘Paris, Feb. 16.—[Via-Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.|—Jules Valles’ funeral this 
afternoon was the most imposing revolutionary 
ceremony in Paris since the death of Bianqul. 
After the preliminary council of Socialists 
and Communists the word was given 
to meet at No. 77 Boulevard St. Michel 
today at noon to escort the dead writer 
to Pore la Chaise. At II crowds began to as- 
sembie near the meeting-place. The roadway 
was blocked and traffic was completely stopped. 
On the boulevard venders of the usual medals 


and immortelies went to and fro 
hawking their wares. From time to 
time some man in a dilouse cried, 


* Vive la Revolution Sociale!” The crowd re 
sponded with other cries, such as “ Vive la 
Commune!” “Vive la Anarchie!” At noon 
the revolutionary delegations arrived with 
black and red banners, and wreaths, and nose- 
gays, and formed the procession. Conspicuous 
amidst the trophies was one of wreaths and 
violets dangling at the end of a long pole 
adorned with a red scarf and a cardboard with 
the inscription; From the German Socialists 
in Paris.“ 
THE PROCESSION. 

By 1 o’clock the long cortége was marshaled, 
the bier had been hoisted on to the humble 
bearse, and the order to move was given. Be- 
bind the hearse marched the Communist 
leaders, the staff of the Cri du Peuple, M. 


Rochetort, Deputy Laguerre, Dr. Geb- 
hard and bis wife, and Mme. Severine, 
who is said to ha worshiped Valles like 
a god and smoothed his pillow during 


his last illness. Then came the rabble rout of 
Anarchists, Socialists, and the ragtag and bob- 
tail of Montmartre and Belleville, 30,000 strong. 

The scene was very striking. From the Lux- 


piace | embourgto the Port St. Michel the road was 


filled with a surging mass of people tramping 
onward with chants and the waving of caps. 
Not a singie policeman in unifurm was to be 
seen, though bundreds are known to have 
quietly joined the crowd in disguise as “ citi- 
Lens. 

THE RIOT. 

The cortége did not long progress peacefully. 
The cries of Vive la Commune!” and the sight 
of the German Socialist emblem soon caused a 
riot, which, but for the presence of the police, 
wight bave had grave consequences. The stu- 
dents wno lined the boulevard began the up- 


roar with shouts of “Down with the 
Germans!” mingled with the revolutionary 
cheering, and then a group of iong- 


haired youths made a rush at the Teuton 
in the billycock bat who was carrying the 
violet wreath, The onset was resisted, but was 
again renewed, and from that time till the 
river was reached a running fight was kept up 
between the Socialists surrounding the trophy 
and the students. Sticks were flourished, win- 
dows were smashed, and several quiet bystand- 
ers were stoned and a dozen heads 
were broken. At last the students were 
vanquished and driven off amid the cxultant 
yells of the revolutioniste. The procession 
streamed on through the dense biack lines of 
people flaunting German Socialism in the face 
of Paris. AtSo'clock the crowds were still 
pouring into the cemetery, atheist poet and 
press meo were beginning their speeches, and 
Jules Valles was in bis grave.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

A GREAT DEMONSTRATION BY HUNGRY MEN. 

Loxpox, Feb. 16.—|Special.}—The police 
were unprepared for the demonstration made 
today by the unemployed workmen of London, 
and the rain was more effective than the batons 
of the constables in dispersing the crowd. A 
majority of the agitators in the procession 
were roughs who had been hired by 
the Socialist Federation. There were also 
many porters from the fish and meat 
markets who finished their day’s work 
by taking part in the demonstration, and 
were evidently delighted with being paid for 


their spree. Several policemed were maltreat-

Three 
thousand paraded the streets with banners 
bearing mottoes of their grievances. Several 
bands of music accompanied the procession, 
which marched to a builaing Occupied by 
Local Government Board. A committee f 
the ranks entered the office and deman re 
lief for the people they represented. They 
wanted immediate employment ou the con- 
struction of municipal works, which they said 


were needed tor the public good. The officials f 


of the board refused the committee, and the 
crowd became a bowling. mob. The police 
attempted to interfere but were soon 
overpowered. The paraders then invaded 
Downing street, and stopped in  iront 
of the official residence of Premier 
Gladstone. They bowled and hissed invectives 
against the Government. A Cabinet council 
was being beld at the time, and a mob attempt- 
ed to forca their way into the room where the 
council was sitting. Tue police at this point 
received reinforcements and ejected the in- 
truders. The mob then attempted to storm the 
Admiralty and Home Office, but were driven 
off and finaliy dispersed by the police.

Loss OF LIFE BY AN EXPLOSION OF POWDER.

The explosion oc- 
curred in one of the small powder magazines 
belonging to the fortifications.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE WORKINGMEN'’S 

DEMONSTRATION, 

The following is another account of today’s 
demonstration here: A deputation of working- 
men, escorted by a procession of 3.000 unem- 
ployed laborers, accompanied by bands and 
carrying banners, marched to the offices of the 
Local Government Board. Arrived there, a 
deputation entered and demanded relief 
for the unemp.oyed in London through 
the institution of public works. The 
Offciais in charge of the board rooms were 
somewhat dismayed by the de tion, but 
politely informed the deputation tnat no official 
answers to the demand could at the time be 
given because Sir Charles Diike, President of 
the board, was away and during bis absence 
notbing could be done. This repiy was received 
in sullen silence, and the crowd, which by 
this time had become a mob, rushed in a 
body into Downing street despite ali efforts 
of the police to prevent them, and, 
until dispersed, stood howling around the fesi- 
dence of the Prime Minister. Some of the 
policemen drew their staves when the crowd 
became noisy and demonstrative. The mob 
when charged by the police fled precipitately. 
Some stones were thrown, at the police and 
several of them were knocked down during the 
disturbance. No arrests were made. 

VLOLENT SPEECHES AT A MEBTING OF WORK- 
MEN. 

There was a large meeting of unemployed 
workmen this afternoon on the Thames embank- 
ment. Resolutions were adopted demanding 
a reduction of the hours of labor for Govern- 
ment workmen and the construction of useful 
public works to g:ve employment to the idle. 
Mr. Hyndman, Chairman of the Democratic 
Federation, presided at the meeting. Cheers 
for social revolution were given and violent 
speeches made. The speakers insisted that 
railway and other public companies should be 
forbidden to employ men over eight hours a 
day. One asserted that Jay Gould nad *

PANAMA. 
PROGBESS OF THE REBELLION. 

PANAMA, Feb. 5.—The country is in a com- 
plete uproar. Communication with the inte- 
rior is entirely cut off, and nothing is known 
regarding the condition of affairs in Bogota 
during the last month. No word has been re- 
odived trom there since Jan. 5. Official bullet- 
ins claim that the Government forces 
are triumphant everywhere, and the pop- 
ularity of Dr. Munez continues undimio- 
ished. These reports, however, are not 
confirmed. One of the bulletins published re- 
cently read as follows: “The rebels are in 
force at Gambiti. Our forees were to have at- 


tacked the rebels the 5th, but received orders 
from the Government not to make the attack 


until they bad been reinforced by 3,000 men, 


who were on the march from Bogota. The 
commander-in-chief is at Campo Serrano. 
Forty-five rebels at Velez were attacked and 


dispersed. Rogiero Lopez was defeated at 
Cucuta with heavy toss. In Ocana the rebels 
were triumphant and seized the town, but were 
subsequently defeated by Col. Antonio Car- 
reno. Several skirmishes bave taken place 
with Gen. Hernandez es outposts at Gambiti. 
Later advices state that Hernandez bas aban- 
doned his camp and gone toGargoa. Six thou- 
sand men are in pursuit. The 5th the Govern- 
ment forces attacked Cucuta, and, after a five- 
hours’ fight, captured the town. Many were 
killed on both sides. 


UTICA’S GREAT SCANDAL. 


A Set-Back for the Woman in the 
Case—History of the Affair. 

Urica, N. T., Feb. 16.—(Special.j—In the 
case of R. S. Reynolds of this city and Chicago 
against Julia A. Godfrey, in whicb the latter 
seeks to have set aside an order decreeing ber 
never to have been Reynold's wife on the 
ground that her confession to that effect was 
obtained by fraud and duress, Judge Merwin 
declines to render a decision without a refer- 
ence of the fraud and duress issue.

This case has been the absorbing topic of 
conversation in this community since it first 
came to public attention in the court proceed- 
ings of Jan. 17. It seems to have been gather- 
ing force below the surface for years, and the 
gossips feel annoyed that they bave known 
nothing of it till all the world was taken into 
the parties’ confidence.

and consent to such judgment. 

JULIA A. GODFREY. 

This stipulation was presented in coyrt Sept. 
13, and judgment was entered as asked for in 
the complaint. 

This was supposed to end the case, and, it is 
alleged, would bave but for the advice of Miss 
Godfrey’s counsel, who, as Mr. Reynolds 
swears the woman told bim, assured her that 
the plaintiff * would bleed to the tune of 850. 
000 “ rather than have the matter become pub- 
lic. Incited by such assurances, it 1s ciaimed, 
Miss Godfrey soou renewed ner claim to be the 
‘wife of R. 8. Reynolds, and seems to have forti- 
fied berself with documents, how procured is 
not known. Armed with these and a fresh 
affidavit her counsel applied to Judge Merwin 
Jan. 17, 1885, for a reopening of the case. Her 
affidavit, in addition to the recital of claims 
already summarized, asserte that she went to 
Chicago in November, 1861, on Reynold's in- 
vitation and promise that he would there 
acknowledge her to be bis wife; that 
she remained with dim there at the 
Atiantic Hotel three days as bis wife; 
that he refused to publicly acknowledge 
her as such; took from her by force 
their marriage-contract and burned it and com- 
pelled her to return to Utica. She further 
swore that she signed the stipulations of Sept. 
4, 1884, under threats of Reynolds that be would

The affidavits of four good judges of band- 
writing were added that the signature seemed 
to be genuine. A denial of the points 
of the affidavit was wade and the documents, 
excepting the one marked A.“ were de 
nounced as forgeries. A week's adjouroment 
was granted for examination of the papers and 
preparation of affidavits. During the week the 
papers alleged to bear Reynolds’ signature were 
publicly exposed at the County Clerk's office 
ior examination by experts and others. 


At the end of the week, Jan. 24, the affidavits | 


of tweive bankers and bookkeepers of this city, 
and one by Daniel T. Ames of New York, an 
expert in penmanship, were presented to Judge 
Merwin pronouncing the signatures to papers 
„B.“ „C.“ and D forgeries, and that to 
“A” genuine. Among the bankers so swearimg 
were John A. Goodale, cashier of the First Ne- 
tional Bank of Utica, at which Reynolds 
kept bie firm and nal accounts for twenty 
years; Benjamin F. Roberta, for 
the same bank; Willard Conkey, teller of the 


Second National Bank; R. P. Birdseye, assist- 


ant treasurer of the Utica Savings Bank and 
for two years bogkkeeper for Reynolds Bros.: 
Charies K. Grannis, private banker; Charies 
W. Mather of A. D. Mather & Uo.'s bank; end 
bookkeepera now, or in years past, for Rey- 
nolds Bros., including one who left their em- 
ploy not in an awiable mood. The expert 
Ames examined the writing and signature of 
Reynolds on thirty-eight checks which bad 
passed through the banks, and, comparing the 
signatures to the four paper. deciared that to 
document “A” genuine, those to “C” 
and D tracings of the genuine, and that to 
“B” not Reynolds’ writing.” Laying trans 
parent paper over the signature to A.“ and. 
tracing it, be applied the tracing to the C“ 
and D*’ signatures, and the tracing covered 
each exactly. Taking tracings of tach 
and superimposing them one on the 
other and holding the three papers to the 
light there but single 
lines for the three. Mr. Ames deciared it im- 
possible that any man could write his name 
three times on tbree different occasions so ex- 
actly alike that, laid on top of each other on a 
giass with a light underneath, they should show 
ouly as one signature. In these cases differ- 
ences were observable between the copies and 
the genuine, due co imperfections in the paper 
and the difficulty of producing with the blunt 
point of a pencil the characteristic distinctions 
of the genuine. By the same process he claims 
to show that the “I hereby agree of doou- 
ment B was a traced copy of the genuine 
paper A, and beyond that found the writing 
to be not only not Reynolds’, but to resemble 
in letters and characteristics the writing of 
Miss Godfrey, of which be had samples. 
Reynolds’ denial that Mise Godfrey signed 


the stipulation and assent of Sept. 4, 1884, un- 


der compulsion and threats was confirmed by 
the affidavits of D. C. Stoddard, who drew the 
paper, and of James A. Thomas, notary, who 
took her acknowledgment. The former says 
she and Reynolds were in bis ‘office about two 
hours talking over the terms and form of the 
stipulation, and nothing of the nature of 


threats was uttered by him or charged against 


him. Miss Godfrey's only quibble was over 
the suin of money she wasto receive to reim- 
burse ber for expenses and concerning a guar- 
antee to be given by Reynoids that be would 
not prosecute ber for perjury because of ber 
answer to his complaint of April, 1884.

HOUSE. 

The House met in continuation of Saturday's 
session, and immediately went into Committee 
of the Whole, with Mr. Blount in the chair, on 
the Legislative Appropriation bill. Oonsider- 
able progress was made in reading the bill, 
when the committee rose, and the House ad- 
journed, and the session of Monday began. 

Mr. Reagan offered a resolution requesting 
the Secretary of the Treasury to transmit in- 
formation in regard to range and ranch cattle 
traffic of the Western States and Territories, 
with special reference to the bearings of the 
traffic on the internal and toreign commerce 
of the United States. Referred. 

The Senate améudments to the Army Appro- 
priation bill were non-concurred in, and a con- 
ference committee appointed. 

The House then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of business under the special rule. 

The bili passed appropriating $75,900 for the 
erection of a public building at Aberdeen, Miss. 

On motion of Mr. Browne of Indiana the bill 
passed amending the statutes in relation to the 
immediate transportation of dutiable goods. 
The bill confers on bonded express companies, 
in addition to the authority beretofore given for 
the use of trunks and safes, the privilege of 
transporting unappraised merchandise in pack- 
ages and in cases; where merchandise is import- 
ed in boxes or packages too large to be includ- 
ed within such trunks, safes, or pouches, the 
privilege of forwarding such merchandise 
corded and sealed. The bili also authorizes 
the bonded express companies to transport 
“ passengers’ baggage and effects arriving in 
any port in the United States to any interior 
port of entry.” 

After disposing of the Grant Retirement bill, 
Mr. Money, from the Committee on Post-Offices 
and Post-Roads moved to suspend the rules 


and pass the bill to regulate the lettmg of mai 


contracts. It provides that, in case of a bidder 
failing to perform service according to his con- 
tract, be and his sureties shall be liable for the 
amount of bis bond as liquidated damages, tc be 
recovered in an action of debt on the bond. It 
also provides that no sub-ietting or transfer of 
apy mail contracts shall be permitted unless 
the annual compensation under the contract 
for the service shail exceed $700, and in no 
case without the consent in writing of the Post- 
master-General. 

Messrs. Dingley and Blount advocated the 
ground that it would prevent a repetition of a 
star-route scandal.

Mr. Stockslager, from the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, moved to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill appropriating $200,000 for the 
erection in Washimgton of a building for a li- 
brary for the medical department of the United 
States army. Agreed to, and the pill passed.

THE RAILROADS. 


Quo-Warranto Proceedings to Put Jay 
Gould’s Crowd Out of the Iron 
Mountain, Missouri Pacific, and 
Other Lines. 

Jerrerson City, Mo., Feb. 16.— [Special. — 
In the Supreme Court today the Attorney- 
General filed information in the nature of quo- 
warranto proceedings in seven suits against 
Jay Gould, Sidney Dillon, Russell Sage, Amos 
L. Hopkins, Frederick L. Ames, Samuel Sloan. 
Richard 8. Hayes, Herbert M. Hoxie, Thomas 
T. Eckert, Henry G. Marquand, and Joseph 
T. Lawery. These informations set out 
that the 8t. Louis, Iron Mountain, 
& Southern, the Missouri Pacific, and the Mis- 
souri, Ka & Texas Railroads, and the Mis- 
souri Pacific and the Wabash, St. Louis & Pa- 
cific, and also the Pacific Express are parallel 
and competing lines and corporations within 
the meaning of Sec. 17 of Art. 12 of the Con- 
stitution and Sec. 791 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1879. Sec. 17 of Art. 2 ot the Con- 
stitution provides that no railroad or 
other corporation of the lessees, purchasers, 
or managers of any railroad corporation shall 
consolidate the stook or franchises of such 
corporation with, or lease or purchase the 
works or franchises of, on id any way control 
ary railroad corpora owning or having 
under its contro! a parallel or competing iine, 
nor ehall any officer of such railroad corpora- 
Gon act as an officer of any other raiiroad cor- 
poration owning or haying the control of a 
parallel or competing line. The question 
whether railroads are parallel or competing 
lines shall. when demanded, be decided by a 
jury as in other civil cases.

My dividend in 1870 was about $27, and there 
was an annual increase until 1876 and 1877, 
when the amount for these years was about 
$80. Then began a falling off, reaching in 1881 
$19, and for the three folliowimg years there 
was an average annual gain of 20 
cents. No one questions the solvency 
of the company, but it ig reasonable to 
ask why this shrinkage in dividends 
should occur when the annval average in- 
crease of the profits of the company bave 
largely. exceeded a million of dollars for many 
years. We are told that the surplus above ali 
requirements is 7 $4,000,000. And 
we are also told that assets of the company 
in the shape of stocks and bonds are reckoned 
at what they cost, and not at their market 
value, which is much greater.

a THE GRAND JURY. 
MYSETEEN INDICTMENTS RETUKNED—THE ro- 
LICE INVESTIGATION. 

The grand jury filed in to Judge Rogers’ 
branch of the Criminal Court and presented 
nineteen indictments as a partial resuit of the 
first week’s session of that body. As the Judge 
had no further instructions to deliver to them 
the jurors returned to their room immediately 
and resumed the business before them. The 
investigation of the peculiar methods of the 
so-called detective department was taken up 
for about an bour, during the course of which 
Lieut. Shea and Detectives Elliott and Leonard 
were examined as to the part they took in deal- 
ing with the Minnie Daley robbery case. 

Goldman, the witness in the case summoned 
from the bridewell to give testimony by the 
grand jury, swore be had been locked up in dif- 
ferent station-houses of the city for ten days 
without being allowed to communicate with 
any of his friends when there was no cause for 
the action. He said that he had pretty fair 
knowledge of the whereabouts of the diamond 
pin that the woman Daley was alleged to have 
stolen from the complainant Jacobson, and 
that when he wanted to give such information 
to Detective Max Kipley Kipley abused bim 
as athief and warned him to have nothing to 
with the case. For days afterwards Goldman 
claims be was a victim to detective persecu- 
tion, and was on two different occasions offered 
immunity and favor by Detectives Max Kipley 
and Murnane if he would only leave the city 
never to return. They even went so far, be 
swore, as to offer him money to help him along. 
When he refused this offer he claims 
he was “nabbed” by Murnane and 
sent to the  bridewell on 4 
fine, although at the time be had not been out 
of the station-house for more than two days 
after bis ten days’ imprisonment. Lieut. Sbea 
said yesterday that he wouldn't believe Gold- 
man's testimony under oath, but he admitted 
that detectives not untrequently used * bad 
judgment in locking up suspected parties and 
forgetting to let them out again for days at a 
time.

THE COUNCIL. 
CLEARING AWAY THE SNOW. 
The Couneil met last right with Mayor Har- 
rison in the chair. A communication was sub- 
mitted from Commissioner Cregier calling at- 


tention to the dadterous cogsequences to the 
city in the event of a sudden thaw, owing to 
immense quantities of snow piled up along all 
the streets of the city, and he there- 
fore suggested that some steps be taken 
immediately to remove it. He also 
stated that the catch-basins be opened 
and everything be put in readiness for the 
thaw, otherwise immense damage will be done 
to property in the lower portions of the city. 
Ald. Dixon moved that an order for au appro- 
priation of $15,000 be made to do the work sug- 
gested by the Commissioner. The order was 
unanimously adopted. 
VETOING THE ROOKERY ORDINANCE. 

The next thing in order was the presenta- 
thon of the Mayor's expected veto of the 
“rookery” ordinance, The Mayor read the 
document himself, and was as follows: 

My objections are both to the legality and to 
the substance of this measure. Mr. Everhart ts, 1 
selieve, not a man of large means, and acknow!- 
edges that in this matter he is but the agent of 
others behind him, Who these “babes in the 
wood are 1 do not know. Your bonorable body 
evidently feeis great kindness toward them, for 
you have shown yourselves ready and most anx- 
ious to cover them over with rose-leaves warmiy 
gilded. You pass Mr. Everbart’s iease with a cou- 
ple of amendments which are either nugatory, or 
which, under proper manipulation, do not rob 
the leaves of their roseate charm. 

However earnest may have been your desire to 
further and protect the people’s right, this ordin- 
nance ought to convince you of the danger of hur- 
rying through any measure involving large inter- 
ests. 

You may order real estate leased, but this cor- 
poration, as every other one, cannot make a bind- 
ing lease except under its corporate seal.. This 
ordinange purports to be and attempts to be made 
a lease. Your honorable body has no power to 
make a lease. You “annot attach the seal of the 
corporation to your ordinance, and such seal is 
vital toa lease. It is therefore no lease. 

This ordinaace, together with the proposition 
of Everhart, is declared to be and is to be con- 
strued as a valid contract. But while you formal-

The Board of Trustees met yesterday after- 
noo.

THE INDIAN QUBSTION. 


How the Redskins Are Swindled Un- 
der the Present System of Manage- 
ment, and Yow a Great Change 
Could Be Made for the Better.

olis News of Feb. 6, 1885: 

WHY THE INDIAN REBELS.—The Canadian as well 
as American Indians suffer from the rascality of 
Agents appointed to look after them. A é#bort 
time since, one of the Indian Agents in the North- 
west gave an order on a Paymaster to a teamster 
for transporting 300 sacks of four from the Gov- 
ernment stores to an Indian reserve, although but 
100 bad been taken. The teamster could not read, 
and on presenting the order said he wanted pay for 
carrying 100 sacks. The Paymaster told him he 
was cheating himself, as he had carried 300. 
ho rest fellow would only take pay for 100 sacks, 
and, believing there was some crooked work going 
on, reported the matter to one of the head officials, 
who, it appears, was alsoin the ring. A mock trial 
was held before a self-constituted court among 
the officials of the Agency, and, as the Agent who 
delivered the four swore he had handed over 300 
sacks, and the officer on the reserve testified to 
baving received that number, the poor teamster 
was sentenced to prisonfor perjary. There was in 
this case alone a ciear steal of 200 sacks of four. 
which, valued at $6 per sack, netted the Agents a 
profit of $1,200. On this same reserve, last winter, 
eighty In dians died of starvation—the same game, 
no doubt, having been carried on for years.

THAT CHARGE OF LIBEL 
IN WHICH TWO COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. AND 
A WOMAN FIGURE CONSPICUOUSLY. 

Dr. Charles Koller, formerly assistant physi 
cian at the asylum, was put on trial in Judge 
Gary's court yesterday afternoon charged with 
criminal libel in furnishing the substance of an 
article published in the Staats-Zeitung of the 
issue of Dec. 17, alleging that Miss Hattie Mc- 
Andrews, housekeeper at the County Asylum, 
was on too intimiate terms with County Com- 
missioners Hannigan and Leyden. State-At- 
torney Grinnell and his assistant, Frank Wajk- 
er, appeared for the prosecution and the de- 
fendant was represented by Emery S. Walker. 

Mr. Grinnell told the jury the Woman in the 
case was an orphan, who for the last five years 
had supported herself by working in various 
positions of service for the county; thata 
declaration against her character was a decia- 
ration against her life. There was also a joint 
indictment against Theodore Jangsen, city 
editor, and Paul Haedike, a reporter, of the 
Staats-Zeitung, but it having been ascertained 
that Haedike wrote only what Dr. Koller told 
bim and Janssen only published what Koller 
vouched for, he thought Koller alone responsi- 
dle for the statements. 

Mr. Walker said Dr. Koller was discharged 
by the County Board, and in discharging him 
from the county service Hannigan and Leyden 
sat upon their own case. He knew the de- 
tense had formidable adversaries to deal with 
in the two County Commissioners present. 

annigan and Leyden, by some bargain with

But as to Hannigan and Miss 
McAndrews, be bad positive proof of his own 
knowledge of what bad been passing between 


them. 

Theodore Janssen, city editor of the Staats- 
Zeitung, testified that Koller came into his 
Office the afternoon of the day when the articie 
was published. Koller said there were some 
things in the paper that be could not prove. 
These were the charges against Leyden. Koller 
made no retractions about what was said of 
Miss McAndrews, but the paper the following 
day made a retraction to the effect that the in- 
formation given to the reporter by Dr. Koller 
regarding Leyden was not true.

You may claim that [| may obey your 
orders and make a valid lease. But you 
direct me to make such lease upon the 
terms contained in Eiverbart’s original pro- 
posal, not as amended by you. Should I make a 
covenant for re aluation in such lease, Mr. Ever- 
hart could refuse it and say he made no such prop- 
osition, and I bave no eartMly doubt that the babes 
in the wood“ behind Bverhart would so refuse. If 
the courts” should construe that you had accepted 
the original proposition—which you have done in 
express words—then the said babes would have the 
whip-handle, and would inquire pertinently of the 
city: What will you doaboutit? The city would 
be powerless to protect itself. So much for the 
legal aspect of the matter. 

My objections to the substance of the ordinance 
are many. I will name a few: 

1. This lease gives the property rent free for 
fourteen months whether a building be erected or 
not. In its present condition it would readily 
bring from March, 1885, to May, 1884, over $20,000. 

2. There is no penalty whatever fixed for failure 
to erect new buildings until three years shall have 
elapsed. 

3. There is no provision for payment of taxes 
en the building when erected. 

4. There is no provision for the reérection of the 
buildings in the event of their being burned. 

5. No forcible entry is allowed in thc event of 
failure to pay rent, or to erect duildings, or to 
ro value. 

6. There is no lien upon the buildings for rent. 

7. There is no requirement es to the nature of 
the occupancy. There will be no such restraint 
exsept under police regulations. Property aroun’? 
the neighborhood has been improved at great cost 
by private owners. 

Direct the Mayor and Controller to advertise 
the property for lease and to let it to the highest 
bidder. That will be in accordance with the spirit 
of the charter, and I believe it was intended so to 
be done in cases like this. Nearly two years ago I 
was offered $30,000 for this property by one of our 
rich and most responsible men. All he asked was 
a deferment of rent until he could get up the 
building and get it under headway. 

You have three offers before you, one for $30,- 
000 per annum, with $30,000 cash to bind. To this 
is added an agreement to erecta fire-proof build- 
ing to cost not less than $1,000,000. 

You have before you another proposition to 
pay $31,000 per annum from May 1, 1885. That 
would make $130,000 more rent durtng the term 
than Everbart’s proposition. 

Still a third proposition proposes to pay $30,000 
per annum, to erect a first-class fire-proof bulld- 
ing, and to give a whole floor to the Public Library 
either for occupation or forrent. That proposal 
would be worth to the city $5,000 to $8,000 more in 
taxes than Everhart would pay; and a whole floor 
in a fire-proof building at this point would be 
worth from $10,000 to $16,000 per annum. This 
amount, say at least 510.000, added to $5,000 for 
taxes, would make this proposition fully $15,000 
per annum better than the Everhart proposition, 
or $1,485,000 during the whole term. 

I have, myself, within the last week, received an 
offer for the property at a rental of $33.000 per 
annum, with an agreement to erect a fireproof 
building to cost not less than $1,000,000; the said 
building te be the property of the city at the end of 
the term. Mr. Gurney bas just informed me that 
be has been offered $35,000 per annum for the 
property, but with no stipulation as to the charac- 
ter of the building to be erected. These offers 
make me hope that a rental may be had of far 
more than $30,000. probably $40,000. 

I earnestly recommend that you do not attempt 
to rent directly to any one, but that you order the 
property to be advertised and let to the highest 
biddgr, you fixing the minimum rent. 

Last year it could have been rented for $40.000. 
The Council was so informed, and yet it paid no 
attention to the offer. Was the cry of the babes 
already awakening in its heart tender thoughts, 
making it deaf to propositions so beneficial to the 
city? I am one of those who believe we should 
rent for ninety-nine years at a fixed rental. .

-CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
—The names of the Aldermen who voted to 
rent the old City-Hall lot to Everhart for $30,- 
000 a year are Whelan, Appleton, Sanders. 
Burke, Doerner, Riordan, Hildreth, Purcell, 
Lawier, Gaynor, Mahoney, McNurney, Hull, 
Schaack, Ryan, Eisfeldt, Youag, Colvin, and 
Sweeney. Post this up where you can refer to 
it. The public stands by and sees the city 
plundered, and no one says a word. A great 
many people do not understand the enormity 
ol this vote; therefore I will explain it. 

In the first piace, the property in question 
is situated on the southeast corner of Adams 
and La Salle streets, and is about 180 feet 
square. It is close to the Board of Trade, 
and one of the most valuable corners in Chi- 
cago. It belongs to the city. If it belonged 
to you and you desired to lease it, you 
would advertise it, wouldn't you? But 
how does the Council do it?

There were three other bids in, 
one at $31,000 per year for ninety-nine years, 
which is $99,000 more than Everbart’s, rent to 
commence as soon #4 the lease was made, 
which would be $31,000 more, making $130,000, 
and also giving the Public Library one floor, 
which would be at least $5,000 per year, or for 
the period of ninety-nine years $495,000.

The Whisky Pool Gets a Set-Back—A Ques- 
tion of Jurisdiction. 

Sunday's TRIBUNE contained an article on the 
novel method adopted by the whisky pool to re- 
duce 4 rebeilious distillery to submission by plung- 
ing it into litigation. The rebellious member was 
the Enterprise Distillery Company, and the com- 
plainant was nominally the Vacuum Mashing-Ma- 
chine Company, The suit was to prevent the de- 
tendant from using a batent for a novel process 
in the distillation of spirits from grain, It was 
claimed that the complainant had granted the de- 
fendant @ license to use the patent beginning 
May 1 next, and that the Enterprise 
Company, in violation of the Vacuum Company's 
rights, was using the patent without leave. A 
temporary injunction was issued some time ago 
enjoining the Enterprise COmpany from using the 
patent until the Ist of May. Last Saterday the de- 
fendant made a motion to dissolve this injunction 
on affidavits filed, and also a power of attorney ex- 
ecuted by the complainant authorizing a release 
and discharge of any decree or judgment obtained 
by complainant against the @efendaat in the pend- 
ing case prior to May 1. On this showing Judge 
Gresham dissolved the temporary injunction and 
allowed the Entérprise Company to continue in 
business using complainant’s patent on giving a 
bond in $5,000 te pay any damages. 

Within an hour after the injunction was dis- 
solved the pool, stilt ander the guise of the Vacuum 
Mashing- Machine Company. Sled another bili in the 
Cireuit Court against the Kuterprise Company and 
its President representing that it bad granted to 
them a license to use ite patent above referred to 
after May 1, but that they were anticipaung their 
rights by beginning immediately to manufacture 
under the patent. On these representations Judge 
Moran granted an injunction ex- parte. 

Yesterday mo the defendants appeared be- 
fore Judge Gresham and asked leave. to 
tile a cross bill, setting up the action of the State 
Court, and asking for an injunction to prevent any 
proceeding in that forum. Judge Gresham granted 
leave to file the cross bill, but refused to take fur- 
ther action until the whole case had been submit- 
ted to Judge Moran and he had determined whether 
or not he would dissolve the injunction. 

Notiee was immediately served on the complain- 
ante, und at 3 o'clock vesterday afternoon the de- 
fendants made an application to Judge Moran to 
dissoive the injunetion. They showed how the case 
stood in the Federal Court and that it nad juris- 
diction, and the Judge at once dissolved the in- 
junetion, saying he did not think be had any juris- 
diction, and did not wish to precipitate a conflict 
with the Federal Court. He would not take any 
further action until the decision of the case before 
Judge Gresham. 


Jurisdiction of County Courts. 

Judge Gresham yesterday morning decided an in- 
teresting legal question in the case of Richardson | 
vs. Day as to the rights of contract creditors to sue 
& party to recover assets after he Aas made an as- 
signment of his property in the County Court. Day 
Bros. & Co. were wholesale and retail dry-goods 
merchants at Peoria, and Sept. 28 last, being in- 
debted to Charies B. Day, a brother of one of the 
partners, in the sum of $200,000, transferred to him 
their entire stock of goods, worth $500,000, qs se- 
curity for the $200,000 and also as security to the 
amount of $500,000 on the Grm’s paper. Day at 
onee took possession of the property, and Oct. 9 
following the firm made an assignment of its re- 
maining property to William Jack and L. D. Pater- 
baugh. Subsequently George C. Richardson & Co., 
creditors of Day Bros. & Co.,to the amount of 
$7,700, med a bill to set aside the transfer to Day 
on the ground that it was preferential and fraudu- 
lent, and charging that the assignees had neglected 
to take any measures for recovery of such

simple contract creditors, 
had no standing in a court of chancery, as they 
had no judgment against the insolvent firm; also, 
that the County Court, which had acquired jurie- 
diction of the insolvents and their assets, was the 
proper tribunal to hear matters respecting the in- 
solvent’s assets, and the assignees were the only 
parties to seek to recover such assets.

MARKETS. 

Krupp guns and more snow were the influences 
at work in the produce markets yesterday.oThe lat- 
ter was a settled fact, and settied so hard into many 
of the cuttings hewn through previous snowdrifts 
that it may well be expected to have caused an ex- 
tension of the biockade just at the time when 
everybody thought it was lifted. The former was 
not known to be a tixed fact, and indeed the num- 
ber sald to have been ordered by Russia for use in 
Central Asia was so large that many people doubted 
the story altogether, though it carried with it the 
quasi indorsement of great excitement im 
London. A story one-tenth as large 
would have received ten times more 
credence. But both together had the effect of 
hardening the market, and prices generally ranged 
higher, though the trading was not active and 
seemed to be mostiy local. There was s good 
shipping demand for grain, but it was very difficuit 
to get orders to switeh cars from Western to East- 
ern lines, and a good deal of grain that arrived 
“on truck was ordered into store. The troubie 
with the railroads is expected to be soon over, as 
they are organized for work in removing the snow, 
which was not the case when they were struck by 
the first storm nine days ago. 

Provisions were quiet and firmer. Sympathy 
with wheat helped to strengthen them, but the 
chief element of firmness was the fact chat the re- 
ceipts of hogs were disappointingly small, and the 
fear that they will beless this week than was ex- 
pected before Sunday's storm set in. Towards the 
close it was thought that receipts will not be much 
interfered with, and this made product easy. There 
was little change in the advices trom England, and 
little doing on outside account, but shipping orders 
were a little better, and meats relatively strong.
